New Regulations ! 


As the result of co-operation between the Director of Educn- 
tion, Mr. C. G. Sollis, nnd the Director of Medical Services, Hon. 
Dr. P. S. Selwyn-Clarke, many reforms are to be introduced into 
school life in Hongkong, particularly with regard to safeguarding 
the health of pupils. For this purpose, regulations in the Educa- | 
tion Ordinance have been rescinded and new regulations substituted. | 
These were published in the Government Gazette on Friday and will 


como into force on January 1. 


Stringent health requirements are 
set down for schools fn futur Tt js 
required that no cublele or rtitlon 
which obstructs the free passaye of 
light or alr shalt be sted ins any 
agsroom and the ¢elllng of every 
Mansronm shall be not less thu tart, 
above the floor. : 


The superficial aren allotted to 
each pupil to be accommodated — in 
classrooms shall be not less than 16 
square feet and a spice of at least 
ihree fect in width, extending ulony 
the whole length of the wall in front 
of the pupils, shall be reserved for 
the teacher, 

The desks and seals of the pupils 
shalt be so distributed over the area 
available for the puplls as to permit 
each pupil to be seated as far from 
dis neighbour os possible, It is also 
atipulated that every school shall be 
provided with Intrine sind sanitary 
arranjements which, In the opinion 
of the Director, must be adequate 
and satisfactory, : 


Troper Water Supply 


It Is further stipulated that if, in| 

the opinion of the Director, any 
school is being’ conducted tn an 
insanitury or unhygenle manner, the 
manoger shall cifect abd = maintain 
such alterations or Improvements as 
the Director may preseribe, und 
these alterations und improvements 
must be cared out within 4» 
specified time. * 
. As regard water supply, the Direc- 
tor of Education © cun require the 
manager of the school to increase or 
improve the supply, where neces 
sary, and to adopt precautions re~ 
garding the supply and use of the 
water as may be found necessary. 

Before. a new: school is registered 
the manager shall’ provide desks or 
tnvles and seats of a type approved 
by the Director; they shall all be of 
a size suitable for the pupils for 
whom they are intended. In a rchool 
where technical subjects are to: be 
taught, the manager shall provide 
adequate equipment and apparatus 
for the tenching of such subjects to 
the satisfaction of the Director, 

Unless the Inspector otherwise 
orders, it is necessary that the pupils’ 
desks shall be arranged so that the} 
malin source of light falls on the left: 
of the pupils. 

In order to safeguard the cyesipht 
of the pupils, it is stipulated that the 
blackbonrds in classrooms shall have 
a dull matt surface of an approved 
colour and that Ietters and characters 
written on the blackboards shall not, 
be less than one inch In height. 


Eyesight Safeguards 


Under the new rules no desk can 
be placed nearer to the blackboard 
than three fect, and the blackboard 


‘must be placed in such a_ position 
that, in the opinion of’ an Inspector, 
it is adequately illuminated and so 
‘arranged as to provide every pupil 
with an casy and unobstructed view 
of ft.

A man who died on the day he 
should have stood his trial on charges 
of making counterfeit coins was 
described by a detective at a Cam- 
berwell inquest recently us “a most 
wonderful worker.”

causes was recorded on John S. Hug- 
rett, 36, who died in St. Giles's Hos- 
pital, Camberwell, where he had 
undergone an operitton for a per- 
forated gastric ulcer. 

Blacktop said that 
Huggett was alleged to have made 
counterfelt 1936 florins. He was 
orrested on April 27 at his lodgings 
in Rallway-street, King’s Cross. 

“Huggett came to the door,” said 
Sergt. Blacktop, “and as I went Into 
his room I saw a lndle containing 
some white metal on a lighted gas 
ring. 

“On a tnty there was a lat of loose 
white metal, a mould, and two couns 
terfeit colns. I went up to them, but
